Greek Church Gives Roosevelt

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
From representatives of the United 
Greek Orthodox Churches in the 
Americas, President Roosevelt re-

BILL OFFERED TO EXEMPT 


FATHERS WED BEFORE DEC.7,'4| 


Wheeler Measure Would Cover 
All Those Living With 
Their Families. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
A bill to exempt all fathers mar- 
ried prior to Pearl Harbor from 
induction into the armed forces 
was introduced today’ by Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana. The 
blanket exemption would cover all 
fathers of children under 18 who 

are living with their families. 
“I’m not seeking to interfere with 
the armed forces,” Wheeler said, 
“but I submit to the common sense 
of the Senate and to the nation 
that if a single man is physically 
fit and between the ages of 38 and 
45, he should be taken before 
breaking up the homes of America 
by taking married men.” 
Induction of men 38 to 45 was 
halted some months ago on the 
complaint of the army that older 
men could not stand the rigors of 
training. Authority exists to re- 
sume induction of men above 37 
without further legislation. 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—The British 
scientific discovery of a new food 
unit unusually high in vitamin B— 
known as torula utilis, or popu- 
larly as food yeast—appears to give 
an important answer to the post- 
war problem of feeding Europe’s 
faminshed millions. 

Made from sugar or molasses, at 
a cost of about 10 cents a pound, 
torula utilis has a higher vitamin B 
content than liver or other animal 
proteins. Sir Edward ,.Appleton, 
secretary of the chemical research 
laboratory.of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, 
estimates that 5 per cent of torula 
utilis will give one two-pound loaf 
of bread a food value equal to two 
eggs or four ounces of beefsteak. 

Widespread uses in countries 
suffering from hunger are appar- 
ent. The commercial development 
of this new food supplement of- 
fers the West Indies an excellent 
outlet for its surplus sugar crops. 
The colonial office is setting up 
machinery in Jamaica for making 
torula utilis and expects that 
about 2000 tons will be produced in 
the next six months. Torula utilis 
tastes slightly sweet and looks like 
soap flakes. It gives vegetable 
soup the flavor of meat. 


CHURCHILL BETTER, HAS CIGAR; 
ROOSEVELT I$ SLIGHTLY ILL 


LONDON, Feb. 25 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, who has been 
ill with pneumonia, spent a rest- 
ful night and his condition con- 
tinued to improve today, it was an- 
nounced tonight. 

Friends reported he was suffi- 
ciently well yesterday to sit up in 
bed and smoke a cigar.

Clean-Cut Repulse. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
The sharp fighting in Central Tu- 
nisia has resulted in a clean-cut 
repulse of Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s armored Nazi forces, Secre- 
tary of War Stimson said today, 
but “we will not have an easy 


nor a quick victory.” 

Losses by the American forces, 
he told his press conference, have 
been less heavy than was first be- 
lieved to be the case. Materiel 
losses, including tanks, scout cars 
and field guns, have been heavy, 
he added, but much of this equip- 
ment already has been replaced. 

The early estimates of losses in 
men have been reduced somewhat, 
Stimson said, as a number of units 
made their way back to American 
positions through Axis lines. 

The constant air support given 
the ground forces was vital to the 
successful counterattack against 
the Axis, Stimson commented, but 
the “most significant reaction” was 
that of the ground troops. 

“They were not broken by the

Hardly a Building Intact in Rostov 
After Nazi Dynamiting and Burning 


MOSCOW, Feb. 25 (AP). — The 
finest buildings of Rostov were 
blown up or burned by the Ger- 
mans before they retreated, and 
hardly a house in the entire city 
remains intact, an official Tass 
news agency broadcast said today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Officers of the Chemical Warfare 
Department said today that the 
Germans have developed a new 
type of blistering gas known as 
nitrogen mustard, but that the 
United States Army was prepared 
to combat it if Axis powers should 
use it. Morever, the officers said, 
the formula is generally known to 
Army chemists. 

The new type poison—which is 
not quite so bad as the mustard 
gas of the first World War, but 
is more difficult to detect—was 
described in the Infantry Journal 
by Brig. Gen. Alden H. Waitt. 

It is said that, while the gas 
in diluted form is nearly odorless, 
its presence can be detected by 
color changes produced on paints, 
crayons and powders with which 
the Army is equipped. The prin- 
ciple is the same as the old idea 
of detecting the presence of an 
acid by use of litmus paper. 

Presumably, a soldier could put 
a little detector paint on his steel 
helmet or on the butt of his gun. 
If he noted a color change, he 
could then put on his gas mask. 

Protective clothing available for 
the older type mustard gas is con- 
sidered adequate protection against 
the nitrogen mustard, chemical 
warfare officers — said.

“We cannot expect to get away 
without Hitler having a further 
crack at us,” he told civil defense 
workers in London. “The Ger- 
mans have plenty of gas and if 
Hitler thought he could score a 
tactical surprise by using it, he 
certainly would. 

“It is vitally important that 
everyone should make quite sure 
that his respirator is in order and 
that it can be put on quickly. We 
‘are better prepared against gas 
in this country than anywhere else 
but that is no use if we are sur- 
prised.” 

Churchill's Statement. 

Churchill in his warning to Ger- 
many said England was “firmly 
resolved not to use this odious 
weapon (gas) unless it is first 
used by the Germans,” but had 
made preparations to employ it if 
the Nazis used it against Russia. 

Reports from Stockholm that 
gas mask distribution is being in- 
creased in Berlin, following Goeb- 
bels’ sportpalast speech are recog- 
nized in Sweden as indication that 
Germany is considering opening 
gas war.

All 10 G. O. P. Commit- 
teemen -Backed Modi- 
fied Version for Abat- 
ing One Year’s Tax. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Advocates of the Rum! plan were 
cheered today as strong Repub- 
lican support appeared to be gath- 
ering behind the proposal to abate 
all of one year’s individual income 
taxes to put taxpayers on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. 


An informed Capitol Hill source 
said that, when the House Ways 
and Means Committee passed on a 
modified form of the plan originat- 
ed by Beardsley Ruml, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, all 10 Republican com- 
mitteemen voted for it. 


The plan was put aside for the 
time being, however, when the 15 
Democrats on the committee voted 
against it. The vote was taken 
last Friday in a secret session but 
not disclosed until yesterday. 

The committee rejected all pend- 
ing pay-as-you-go proposals, in- 
cluding the modified Rum! plan, 
and turned over to a subcommit- 
tee the job of drafting a compro- 
mise. 

Representative Carlson (Rep.), 
Kansas, has modified the Ruml 
proposal to provide that each tax- 
payer would remit on the one of 
the two years, 1942 or 1943, in 
which he had the largest taxable 
income. The original Rum] plan 
provided directly for by-passing 
the 1942 tax year. 

Reports circulated that the Re- 
publican members of some State 
delegations, including New Jersey 
and Missouri, mignt vote solidly 
for the Ruml proposal if it comes 
up in the House. 

McLean (Rep.), New Jersey, a 
committee member, told reporters 
he had contacted the 11 House 
Republican members from his 
State and, “in my judgment, all 
favor some plan along the line as 
suggested by Mr. Ruml.” He took 
issue with the Treasury’s conten- 
tion that the Rum! plan is “a rich 
man’s plan,” saying “it’s every 
man’s plan, poor as well as the 
rich—and the Government would 
be the principal beneficiary.” 

Representative Bennett (Rep.), 
Missouri, similiarly expressed the 
view that the seven Republican 
members from Missouri would sup- 
port the idea of by-passing one 
tax year. 

A prominent Republican, who 
asked that his name not be used, 
predicted the House would adopt 
the plan, that “strong Republican 
support will be thrown behind it, 
and for every Republican vote we 
lose we will pick up two Demo- 
crats,” There are now 222 Demo- 
crats to 209 Republican House 
members. 

Some talk was heard that a pe- 
tition might be circulated to dis- 
charge the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee from consideration of the 
bill embracing the Rum! plan, and 
thus bring it up for immediate 
consideration in the House, 

Leading supporters of a modified 
form of the Ruml proposal ex- 
pressed confidence the necessary 
218 names could be obtained on 
such a petition, but discouraged 
this method of bringing the legisla- 
tion into the House. 


MASS ACTION SOON 
FOR CANADIANS IN 
BRITAIN 1S HINTED 


War Minister Grigg 
‘Trusts’ Impatient Sol- 
diers Will Not Have to 
Wait Much Longer. 


Minister Sir James Grigg told the 
House of Commons today he trust- 
ed that impatient Canadian sol- 


diers here “will not have to wait 
much longer’ for a mass attack 
against the enemy. 

His comment came as he intro- 
duced a new Army appropriation 
bill. 

He said that he noted that the 
Canadians had been irked by the 
delay in “engaging themselves in 
bulk against the enemy.” 

“We trust that they will not 
have to wait much longer and, 
when their chance does come, we 
know that they will acquit them- 
selves doughtily and that the 
mother country as well as the 
cause of civilization generally will 
have abundant reason to be grate- 
ful to them,” he said. 

These remarks were preceded by 
a forecast that new fields of en- 
deavor would open for British 
parachute troops, who participat- 
ed on a large scale in the North 
African operations. 

Grigg also declared the British 
were ready to apply to “other pos- 
sible theaters of operations” the 
lessons of close Army air support 
and co-operation learned in the 
Middle East—a co-operation which 
he described as the most success- 
ful of the war. 

“When the army goes abroad,” 
he said, “the enemy can be ex- 
pected to sabotage and burn 
normal civilian installations such 
as railways and telegraph lines 
and the army will have to build 
its own,” he said. 

He disclosed that the invasion 
of French North Africa required 
the movement in three weeks of 
185,000 men, 20,000 vehicles and 
220,000 tons of supplies from Brit- 
ish camps to embarkation ports. It 
took 440 special troop trains, 680 
special freight trains and 15,000 
freight cars to do the job, he said. 

Illustrating the size of the task 
of maintaining British global 
forces, he said that 1,000,000 tons 
of supplies, 500,000 British and 
American men and 50,000 tanks, 
guns and vehicles had been sent 
around the Cape of Good Hope to 
various destinations during the 
past year. 


REDS DENY GERMAN CLAIMS 
OF 18,200,000 SOVIET LOSSES 


MOSCOW, Feb. 25 (AP).—Deri- 
sion of German claims concerning 
the number of Russians killed on 
the eastern front was voiced in a 
statement of the Soviet informa- 
tion bureau distributed today by 
Tass, Russian official news agency. 

The statement credited the Ger- 
man information bureau with the 
assertion the Russians had lost a 
total of 18,200,000 men — 12,800,000 
killed and wounded and 5,400,000 
captured—in 20 months of war, in 
addition to 48,000 guns and 34,000 
tanks.

No Stukas for Two Days. 

American A-20, B-25, and B-17 
bombers, and P-39 fighters and 
Spitfires roared above.

Only when T reached a wadi two 
miles beyond the point in the west- 
ern edge of the valley to which 
the Americans had. been flung 
back by the initial impetus of the 
Axis panzer onslaught did the full 
extent of the German and Italian 
losses become apparent.

10 motorcycles, two motor tri- 
cycles, three trucks, two 20-milli- 
meter guns, great stacks of rifles, 
ammunition, and other equipment. 

The tankmen were delighted to 
find that a substantial portion of 
the booty consisted of American 
field rations and clothing which 
the Axis troops had captured at 
Sbeitla and Sidi Bouzid. 


Just then a German truck loaded 
high with clothing and supplies 
hove into view, driven by Capt. 
George A. Johnson, 31, of Windsor, 
Ill. His tank company on recon- 
naissance found it where the Nazis 
had abandoned it in flight.

Tank Crushes Half-Track. 

Then he encountered an aban- 
doned German half-track armored 
gun carrier. 

“IT just told my tank driver to 
aim straight for it and to keep go- 
ing as long as he could,” Olsen ex- 
plained. “We crushed it as though 
it were made of paper.” 

Olsen was nursing. a minor cut 
on the left ear suffered yesterday 
when he was riding with his head 
outside a tank turret and four 
German high explosive anti-tank 
shells hit the machine.

The St. Louis Rationing Board’s 
quarters on the ninth floor of Civil 
Courts Building were swamped 
again this morning by nearly 1000 
men and women who sought tard- 
ily to obtain the No, 1 Rationing 
Book, commonly called the Sugar 
Book, so they could qualify to re- 
ceive the No, 2 War 
Book, or to apply for the No. 2 
book, which provides for rationing 
of canned, frozen, processed and 
dried foods 

Hundreds said they had lost their 
No. 1 books and were sent to the 
first-floor office of Circuit Court 
Clerk H, Sam Priest to make affi- 
Gavits to that effect so that they 
could theg apply for the No, 2 
book. 

Police Sergt, William Cibulka 
and 10 patrolmen were assigned 
to handle the crowds that besieged 
the Civil Courts building. 

To Mail Application. 

Rationing board employes were 
stationed on the main floor and 
attempted to handle the rush there. 
Those persons who wanted Ration 
Book No 1 were given application 
cards and told to mail them to the 
board. The No 1 Books will be 
mailed to those entitled to them, 
it was explained. 

Hundreds who went to the Civil 
Courts building in an effort to get 
Ration Book No. 2 were told they 
must apply at an elementary 
school. 

J. Ferd Oberwinder, rationing 
board administrator, said persons 
who mailed in applications for 
Book No. 2 would receive them as 
quickly as the rationing office 
could get them out. But he 
warned that none need expect a 
book by...mail..before. March 15 
because of the large number of 
requests. 

Hours at Schools Changed, 

Meanwhile, thousands of house- 
wives went to the 104 elementary 
schools where the No. 2 books are 
being issued as the fourth day of 
registration and issuance got un- 
der way. The Office of Price Ad- 
ministration estimated more than 
600,000 No. 2 books were issued in 
the first three days. 

More than 300,000 were expected 
to register in St. Louis today and 
tomorrow, the final day. Regis- 
tration hours were changed be- 
cause of the blackout tomorrow 
night. OPA officials said regis- 
tration in both the City of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County would 
be from 12:30 until 8:30 p. m. to- 
morrow, instead of 1 to 9 p. m. 
as heretofore. 

In St. Louis County, approxi- 
mately 91,800 have registered for 
Ration Book No. 2, William H. 
Bryan, state OPA rationing officer, 
announced. He said that repre- 
sented about 30 per cent of the 
total expected. 

_ Restaurant Meals Unchanged. 

Meanwhile St. Louis restaurants 
continued serving their normal 
meals, notwithstanding the ration- 
ing. Proprietors predicted that 
patrons probably would experience 
no hardship because of rationing 
so long as the supply of fresh 
fruits and vegetables remained as 
plentiful as it is at present. 

“No one has anything to worry 
about.” Willard J. Wheeler, man- 
ager of the Forum Cafeteria, com- 
mented. “We will find substitutes 
for whatever canned goods we are 
wnable to get. In fact, canned 
goods originally were just substi- 
tutes for fresh foods. Now we go 
back to the original. We have 
never relied on canned goods, any- 
Way, and it is doubtful if they 
ever furnished as much as 331-3 
per cent of our food supply.” 

Miss Fern Hoffman, manager of 
the Hotel Jefferson Coffee Shop, 
said: “Rationing will affect only 
three or four items on our menu 
and we will experience no diffi- 
culty in dealing with that.” 

Rules for City Employes. 

Arrangements under which ap- 
proximately 1000 city employes who 
obtain most of their meals at vari- 
ous city institutions will be re- 
quired to turn in their War Ra- 
tion Book No. 2 were announced 
by Supply Commissioner William 
C. Orthwein. 

Orthwein said R. W. Williams 
had been named city rationing of- 
ficer and would take care of the 
rationing books of those em- 
ployes who receive meals as part 
of their compensation. “Coupons 
will be removed from the books 
and used when the city purchases 
the canned goods that go into their 
meals,” Williams told a_  Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

BRIBE-SOLICITATION 
BILL PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure Defining Act as Fel- 
ony Adopted Unanimously— 
Now Goes to Senate. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.— 
Solicitation of a bribe by a public 
official, now a common-law misde- 
meanor in Missouri, would be de- 
fined as a felony, under a Dill 
passed today by the House. The 
vote was 116 ayes and no noes. 
The bill now goes to thé Senate. 

Under the present law the maxi- 
mum penalty for solicitation of a 
bribe is two months in jail and a 
fine of $100. The bill passed today 
carries minimum penalties of six 
months in jail, or $100 fine, or 
both, and a maximum of two 
years in prison. The measure was 
introduced by Representative Wil- 
lard S. Tucker of Springfield. 

The bill would apply to all State, 
county, municipal and township 
officials and employes, 

Enactment of legislation classi- 
fying solicitation of a bribe as a 
felony was recommended in the 
final report of the 1941 Cole Coun- 
ty grand jury which investigated 
reported corruption and bribery in 
the 1941 session of the Legislature. 


TRANSPORTATION SITUATION 
\T0 GET WORSE, EASTMAN SAYS 


ctW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP).—Jo- 
seph tman, director of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
predicted today that before the 
end of the year the transportation 
rubber situation would become 
“worse, rather than better.” 

Speaking before a wartime con- 
ference on employe transportation, 
Eastman said: “I can see no rea-

ACQUITTED AS INSANE 


Judge Mason to Decide Fu- 
ture Custody of Miss 
Ferrara. 


Future custody -* Miss Florence 
Ferrara, insane killer of Dr, Mari- 
on L. Klinefelter, will be deter- 
mined by Circuit Judge William L. 


Mason, following a jury’s verdict 
in his court yesterday, holding her 
not guilty of murder, by reason of 
insanity. Members of Miss Fer- 
rara’s family asked that the court 
permit them to provide for her de- 
tention in St. Vincent's Sanitarium, 
a private institution, and this re- 
quest was taken under advisement. 
Dr. Sidney I. Schwab, alienist 
engaged by the family, and Drs. 
Francis M. Barnes Jr. and Louis 
H, Kohler, representing the State, 
agreed in testifying that Miss 
Ferrara, 29 years old, was insane 
when she shot Dr. Klinefelter, 
noted bone specialist, in his office 
at Missouri Baptist Hospital, Nov.

INCOME TAX RETURNS LAGGING, 
HEAVY LATE RUSH FORECAST 


The small number of Federal in- 
come tax returns filed since col- 
lection offices opened here two 
weeks ago indicates there will be 
a “terrible congestion” from now 
until the deadline for filing March 
15, Collector of Internal Revenue 
Robert E. Hannegan told reporters 
today. About 615,000 persons are 
expected to file returns here in 
this period, he said. 

Only about 35,000 returns had 
been filed at the close of business 
Tuesday, compared to nearly 100,- 
000 by the corresponding time last 
year. A total of 430,000 returns 
were filed last year.

Used to Decoy Enemy. 

The idea seems to be that in 
bombing attacks, the plane doesn’t 
aim at anti-aircraft guns, it aims 
to &tay away from them. And 
dummy gun positions are allowed 
to be seen in such spots that a 
plane, avoiding them, will run into 
a hidden hornets’ nest. 

On the average, said Gen. Lewis, 
there’s a dummy for every live gun 
in the Washington area, and a 
good tactical reason for every one 
of them. To add to the intended 
confusion of the enemy, the dum- 
mies are shifted—and so are the 
live guns — from time to time. 
Furthermore, he said a live gun 
can be moved into a dummy posi- 
tion in 15 minutes.

In fact, he added; British officers, 
having toured them, have put the 
astonished inquiry: 

“Aren't you rather atiff 
guns?” 

Rayburn Wants Guard,

OPERATING FIRM 
$44,000 IN 1941

wealth Loan Co. The 1941 Missouri 
loans of one of these were a little 
smaller than those of Public Loan, 
and loans of the other were a little 
larger. Together their loan volume 
was nearly double that of Public 


Household Finance net 
profits, as reported, were 12 
times those of Public Loan, 
and Commonwealth netted seven 
tomes the Public Loan figure 
of $13,067. In the corporate 
setup of these two loan companies 
there is nothing like American In- 
vestment and Public Operating to 
siphon off profits. 

Paid 11 Pct. of Bill. 
Public Operating, which, Amer- 
ican Investment is careful to point 
out, is not a subsidiary, provides 


Public Loan and two others, and 
the subsidiaries pro rate Public 
Operating’s charges, on the basis 
of their outstanding loans. Mis- 
souri Public Loan offices, in 1941, 
did 11 per cent of the loan busi- 
ness of American Investment, 
hence paid 11 per cent of the Pub- 
lie Operating bill, or $44,000. 

One of the materials provided by 
Public Operating is the printed 
forms used by the loan offices. 
For “printing and stationery” Pub- 
lic Loan charged as an expense 
against 1941 profits, $11,232. This 
item was 40 per cent larger for 
Public Loan than the combined to- 
tal for Household and Common- 
wealth, which did nearly twice as 
much business. 

Public Operating sends auditors 
around to the various Public Loan 
offices to examine their books. 
Traveling expenses reported by 
Public Loan were $52,290. This was 
79 per cent more than the com- 
bined total for Household and 
Commonwealth, reported as $29,364. 

Public Loan paid $11,811 for 
audits. This was $162 more than 
the combined total for Household 
and Commonwealth. 

Public Operating is in the busi- 
ness also of acting as agent in the 
writing of insurance. For insur- 
ance and fidelity bonds Public 
Loan reported it spent $11,434. This 
was more than double the $5183 
spent for those purposes by House- 
hold and Commonwealth combined. 
Overlooks Discretionary Powers. 

Such expenditures as these are 
what the State Finance Commis- 
sioner says are no concern of his. 
This construction of the Jaw nar- 
rows his responsibilities to the 
duties imposed on him by law, and 
overlooks the broad discretionary 
powers which the law confers on 
him. 

The law specifies that every 
small loan company must, once

It provides also that the State 
Finance Commissioner may at any 
time, and as often as' he deems it 
advisable, investigate the business 
of any small loan company for 
the purpose of regulating the busi- 
ness. It provides that he shall 
have free and immediate access to 
the books of any small loan busi- 
ness, and may examine under oath 
“all persons whomsoever” whose 
testimony he may require relative 
to the small loan business,

HAGUE’S COUNTY 
PAYS JANITOR’S AID 
$4000, SAYS EDISON 


NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Gov. Charles Edison in a radio 
speech last night said four organ- 
ists were carried on the jail and 
penitentiary payrolls in Hudson 
County, while the courthouse pay- 
roll listed a foreman of vacuum 
cleaners at $4000 a year and a sec- 
retary to the janitor at $4000 a 
year. 

Edison made the accusation in 
a speech attacking Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, whom he 
dubbed “this New Jersey Caesar.” 

Supervisor John F. O'Neill of 
Hudson County said there was a 
“small portable organ” at the jail, 
and the men carried on the pay- 
roll as organists “do lots of other 
things, too.” 

Edison, elected with Hague’s sup- 
port, broke with the Mayor over a 
railroad tax compromise and since 
has ousted a Hague-appointed 
Hudson County tax board and, be- 
cause of deaths, has been able to 
appoint men of his own choosing 
to Hudson County registrar and 
clerkship posts. 

“I want to destroy,” Edison said 
last night, “not Hague and his 
henchmen as individuals but the 
things they stand for, the tyrannies 
they promote, and the stifling of 
democracy they foster.” 

Supporters of Mayor Hague are 
sponsoring a series of rebuttal 
radio talks to answer remarks 
made by Gov. Edison, a former 
Secretary of the Navy, and son 
of Inventor Thomas Alva Edison.

HEN I left India after studying the political crisis I submitted 
voluminous notes to British censorship so that I might be free 
to take them out of the country, and among these items was 


“There are many people who believe that either Britain and the 
warring parties will settle their differences now or the dispute will 
be settled ultimately in the old-fashioned way—by revolution. Mohandas 
K. Gandhi has admitted the possibility of civil strife.” 


The fact that the censor passed 
this note doesn’t necessarily mean 
that he agreed there was danger 
of rebellion, but perhaps only that 
he had accorded me extreme free- 
dom of speech. Certainly there 
could be no challenge to the truth 
of the statement that many foresee 
revolt as the alternative to quick 
settlement. 

Apropos of the need for speed, 
my previous articles on the dan- 
gers involved in this quarrel have 
emphasized three cardinal points: 

1. This bloody controversy has 
ceased to be a family affair and 
has become a menace to the cause 
of the United Nations. ( That is 
s0 because India is strategically 
essential to the Allies both in 
prosecution of the war and in world 
reconstruction after the conflict. 

2. There is a serious food short- 
age in India which is expected to 
reach its peak about April, and 
many observers fear food riots. 
Should agitators exploit this, and 
be able to m@ge it with the po- 
litical imbroglio, the resulting sit- 
uation might be grave indeed. 

3. Gandhi’s hunger strike, which 
may cost his life and thereby make 
him a saintly martyr in the eyes 
of countless worshipful followers, 
has vastly increased the dangers 
of the situation. 


Grim Alternatives. 


With these points before us the 
conclusion would seem to be un- 
escapable that an immediate set- 
tlement is demanded in the inter- 
ests not only of England and India, 
but of the United Nations. Ob- 
viously the United States is vitally 
concerned. 

Any alternatives to agreement 
look pretty grim. The best one 
could hope for would be a long 
drawn out stalemate of bitterness. 
The great military base and ar- 
genal from which the Allies must 
strike at Japan through Burma 
would be only partly effective be- 
cause of dissension. And India 
would be lost as one of the guard- 
fans of United Nations interests 
in the Orient after the war. 

But even if all hands subscribe 
¢g this view, which side is to make 
the first move? : 

When the Cripps negotiations 
cvilapsed last summer the British 
and the Indian negotiators squared 
off and glowered at each other like 
stubborn Missouri mules. Nobody 
would budge an inch. And there 
they still stand at the crossroads. 
Britain’s Move. 

However, the consensus is that 
the first move is up to the Govern- 
ment since it has the chief Nation- 
ist leaders under lock and key. 

The authorities charge that 
Gandhi and supporters were re- 
sponsible for the death and de- 
struction which followed the break- 
aown, but the little Mahatma and 
his followers emphatically disclaim 
any hand in the disturbances. 

It’s for the British Government 
to decide whether it can afford to 
reopen the case. However, my in- 
vestigations convinced me that 
should it do so there would be an 


eager response from the Indian 
leaders. I should add that I left 
India just before Gandhi started 
his hunger strike and his death 
obviously might alter the entire 
situation. 

There has been a great change 
of atmosphere since last summer. 
Many observers believe that the 
stiff attitude of the Indian leaders 
then may have beén inspired by a 
belief that the Allies and conse- 
quently Britain, were losing the 
war. These leaders now know that 
an Allied victory is certain. 

On the other side it must be 
recorded that Britain’s triumph in 
Libya has made her feel very cer- 
tain of her position. Whether this 
also has made her less inclined to 
dicker with the Nationalists re- 
mains to be seen. 


‘Strong-Arm’ Methods. 


And now I come to an extraor- 
dinary phase of my research.: I 
found a widespread belief that the 
way to achieve a settlement was 
for the British authorities to use 
“strong-arm” methods, that is, to 


‘/set up a provisional national gov- 


ernment and let those who didn’t 
want to play the game stay out. 

This provisional government 
would bear the stamp of the sov- 
ereignty which England has prom- 
ised India. But it would leave ex- 
act details to be worked out and 
would make its first business the 
winning of the war. The war ef- 
fort would be the bond to unite 
the various factions. The general 
view expressed to me was that 
everybody would come in. 

What surprised me was to dis- 
cover Indian leaders themselves 
subscribing to such an arbitrary 
procedure. Still, a bit of study 
discloses the logic of the proposal. 

Britain already has promised In- 
dia absolute independence, That’s 
what counts. Side issues and ar- 
guments over methods of proce- 
dure have been blocking settle- 
ment. 

That is why we find even Indi- 
ans coming to the conclusion that 
the only solution lies in the appli- 
cation of arbitrary methods which 
will push the secondary consider- 
tions aside and inaugurate the free 
government which is the goal of 
the Indian crusade.

Eden Promises Review of Situa- 
tion Caused by Gandhi's Fast. 
LONDON, Feb. 25 (AP).—For- 

eign Secretary Anthony Eden 

promised the House of Commons 
today that the Government would 
provide a review of the situation 
caused by the fast of Mohandas 

K. Gandhi, but he added that “no 

useful purpose would be served by 

a debate.” 

The statement followed a flurry 
of questions about Gandhi ad- 
dressed to L. S. Amery, Secretary 
for India and Burma. 

Amery merely rested on Prime 
Minister Churchill’s message yes- 
terday that the British Govern- 
ment indorsed the Indian Govern- 
ment’s policy of detaining Gandhi.

THE LURE OF SPAIN FOR HITLER

PERIOD of ever deeper horror 
A= suffering is promised 
Europe by Adolf Hitler. In his 
proclamation yesterday to his Nazi 
old guard he put into words the 
threat the world knew was im- 
pending, an outline of the tragic 
times through which his own peo- 
ple and their neighbors must pass 
before his satanic career is ended. 
It was the declaration of a des- 
perate, cornered man, a_ deadly 
dangerous man. That is its first 
meaning for the powers leagued 
for his destruction. They must be 
on guard for something supremely 
bold, +. audacious, unscrupulous, 
something like Rommel’s recent 
lightning stroke in Tunisia magni- 
fied 10 or 50 fold in scope and 
significance. Hitler gave expres- 
sion to his determination that if 
he must fall he will carry with him 
as great a part of humanity as he 
can, 


Promised Terrors. 

He chooses to call what he pro- 
poses to put into gffect “the mobi- 
lization of the spiritual and mate- 
rial values of Europe such as our 
continent has not seen in its his- 
tory of several thousand years.” 
But his satellites, the peoples he 
has conquered, even the neutrals 
will know what a regime of com- 
pulsory labor, Gestapo rule, firing 
squads, forced military service this 
portends. He will meet terror— 
that is, opposition—“with 10-fold |" 
terror,” he promises, 


speaks of Europe there is no dis- 
tinction between belligerents and 
neutrals. The latter small com- 
pany must count themselves in 
grave perfi. 


In his present plight, beset by 
the Russians on the east, watching 
the growing strength of the Allies 
in North Africa, seeking desperate- 
ly for an opening for a blow that 
will better his chances of survival, 
Hitler must be eyeing the two ends 
of the Mediterranean. Especially 
he must have been looking in re- 
cent months at its western en- 
trance, which his legions could 
reach in a few days march over 
the territory of an avowed friend. 


A bold stroke there might nullify 
at once most of the advantage the 
United Nations have gathered by 
their occupation of North Africa, 
might even bring them to disaster. 
With Gibraltar in his hands, or 
even with his guns and planes 
based on the nearby Spanish 
shore, he might be in a position 
to isolate Gen. Dwight D. Elisen- 
hower’s whole command, That 
possibility, however, is less fright- 
ening to the Allies today than it 
was two days ago, since Rommel’s 
thrust, which might have carried 
to the Algerian coast, has been 
turned back. 


Allied Precautions.

OU folks at home must be dis- 
Y appointea at what happened to 
our American troops in Tunisia. 
So are we over here. 
Our predicament is damned hu- 
miliating, as Gen. Joe Stilwell said 


about our getting kicked out of| % 


Burma a year ago. We've lost a 
great deal of equipment, many 
American lives, and valuable time 
and territory—to say nothing of 
face. Yet no one over here has the 
slightest doubt that the Germans 
will be thrown out of Tunisia. It 
is simply in the cards. 


It is even possible that our defeat 
may not even delay Rommel’s ex- 
odus, for actually our troops 
formed only a small part of the to- 
tal Allied forces in Tunisia. Esti- 
mates among men at the front run 
anywhere from two to six months 
for finishing the Tunisian cam- 
paign. 

One thing you folks at home 
must realize is that this Tunisian 
business is mainly a British show. 
Our part in it is small. Conse- 
quently our defeat is not as dis- 
astrous to the whole picture as it 
would have been if we had been 
bearing the major portion of the 
task. 

We Americans did the North Af- 
rican landings and got all the cred- 
it, although the British did help us. 
The British are doing the Tunisia 
job and will get the credit, though 
we are giving them a hand. That’s 
the way it has been planned all the 
time. That’s the way it will be 
carried out. 


Allied Plan. 
HEN the time comes the Brit- 
Wis» First Army will squeeze 
on the north, the British 
Eighth Army will squeeze on the 
south, and we will hold in the mid- 
dle. And it will really be the 


British, who will run Rommel out 
of Tunisia. 


The fundamental catise of our’ 


trouble over here lies in two 
things: we had too little to work 
with, as usual, and we underesti- 
mated Rommel’s strength and es- 
pecially his audacity. 


Both military men and corre- 
spondents knew we were too thinly 
spread in our sector to hold if the 
Germans were really to launch a 
big-scale attack. Where everybody 
was wrong was in believing they 
didn’t have the stuff to do it with. 


Correspondents are not now per- 
mitted to write anything critical 
concerning the Tunisian situation, 
or to tell what we think was 
wrong. The powers that be feel 
that this would be bad for “home 
morale.” So you just have to trust 
that our forces are learning to do 
better next time. 

Personally, I feel that some such 
setback as this—tragic though it 
is for many Americans, for whom 
it is now too late—is not entirely 
a bad thing for us. It is all right 
to have a good opinion of yourself, 
but we Americans are so smug 
with our cockiness. We somehow 
feel that just because we’re Amer- 
icans we can whip our weight in 
wildcats. And we have got it into 
our heads that production alone 
will win the war. 


There are two things we must 
learn, and we may be learning 
them right now—we must spread 
ourselves thicker on the _ front 
lines, and we must streamline our 
commands for quick and positive 
action in emergencies.

Nothing Wrong With Yanks. 

S for our soldiers themselves, 
A veu need feel no shame nor 

concern about their ability. I 
have seen them in battle and aft- 
erward, and there is nothing wrong 
with the common American soldier. 
His fighting spirit is good. His 
morale is okay. The deeper he 
gets into a fight the more of a 
fighting man he becomes. 


I’ve seen crews that have had 
two tanks shot out from under 
them but whose only thought was 
to get a third tank and “have an- 
other crack at them blankety- 
blanks.” 

It ig true they are not such sea- 
soned battle veterans as the Brit- 
ish and Germans. But, they had 
had some battle experience before 
this last encounter, and I don’t be- 
lieve their so-called greenness was 
the cause of our defeat. One good 
man simply can’t whip two good 
men. That's about the only way I 
know how to put it. Everywhere 
on every front we simply have got 
to have more stuff before we start 
going forward instead of  back- 
ward. I happened to be in on the 
Battle of Sbeitla, where we fought 
the German break-through for four 
days before withdrawing. ,In the 
next few days I shall try to de- 
scribe to you what it was like,

Day vs. Night 
Bombing 


By PAUL SCHUBERT 


HAT’S the best way to smash 
W Germany from the air? 

Something of a controversy 

has grown up between the advo- 

cates of two different schools of 


heavy bombing attack. One school 
believes in night bombing, and 
maintains that the best way to de- 
molish any given objective is to 
bomb-destroy the entire area 
around that objective. 


The “night bombers” say that 
area bombing is just about fool- 
proof in its effectiveness. It re- 
duces itself to mathematics. If 
a certain number of tons of 
bombs and so many thousand in- 
cendiaries are carried over the tar- 
get area, given general aim and 
dropped within the shortest possi- 
ble timespan, the laws of choice 
and chance will scatter the bombs 
evenly enough to wipe out the en- 
tire area. True, there may be 
“islands” that escape devastation, 
but they can be gone after on fol- 
low-up raids, 


Night bombing is essentially a | 


freight-carrying job — one for 
planes of the largest type, with the 
greatest load capacity, built stout- 
ly enough to carry the concentrat- 
ed weight of massive two-ton and 
four-ton “‘block-busters.”’ Of course, 
the night navigation job is a diffi- 
cult one—for those who lead the 
way. But once the target has 
been found and the first bombs 
dropped, fires are started that act 
as beacons to guide the rest of the 
bombers to their destinations. 


Night bombers are somewhat less 
exposed to antiaircraft fire than 
are day bombers, since it is harder 
to aim antiaircraft batteries at 
night, and there is more tendency 
to rely on general barrages. And 
night bombers are markedly less 
exposed to attack by enemy inter- 
ceptor and fighter aircraft. 


Night bombing is the answer 
evolved by Britain and Germany to 
the specific problem of attacking 
each other’s population centers 
from the air. Both have tried day 
bombing, too. Both found it too 
costly. 


The Germans were the first to 
come to night bombing, and with it 
did terrific damage during the Bat- 
tle of Britain, but for some reason 
the Germans gave up mass bomb- 
ing of enemy cities—it has been 
many months since they carried 
out a large-scale assault.

STALIN'S “ORDER OF THE DAY” 


TALIN’S order of the day is of 
S great importance, both for 

what it reveals politically and 
militarily, 


The Allies are mentioned only 
once, and that in a not too friend- 
ly manner, Stalin says that in the 
absence of a second front in Eu- 
rope the Red Army is bearing the 
whole weight of the war. By this 
he affirms the superiority of the 
Red Army, but immediately 
stresses that the Red Army is 
“not an army for conquest.” 


“It was not created for conquest 
of foreign countries, but to defend 
the frontiers of Soviet land. The 
Red Army has always respected 
the rights and independence of all 
peoples.” 


This is repeated several times, 
in various phraseology, and does 
not parallel the Casablanca de- 
mand for “unconditional surren- 
der.”

Russia’s Military Aims. 

TALIN then defines the Soviet 

Union. It is less than that 
Russia which was divided by the 
treaty of Brest-Litovsk, dictated 
by the Germans after the last 
war. 


Still to be “liberated” are: 
rest of the Ukraine, Lithuania, 
Latvia, Estonia, Besserabia, the 
Crimea, Karelia and White Russia. 

Only the last two concepts are 
not clear. We do not know exact- 
ly the limits of Karelia, the east- 
ernmost part of Finland, or White 
Russia, which in 1920 was divided 
between Poland and Russia. 


That these are the limits of Rus- 
sian claims is underlined by the 
fact that, at the same time, he 
guarantees the integrity of pre- 
Munich, Czechoslovakia, including 
sub-Carpathian Russia, which is 
wholly populated by a branch: of 
the Ukrainian population. 

This, then, is no pan-Slavic con- 
cept. It is a Russian, and a se- 
curity concept. Stalin gives notice 
that the Baltic states, Karelia, and 
Besserabia, are never again going 
to be jumping off points for a cru- 
sade against the Soviet Union. 

The guarantee for Czechoslo- 
vakia is a denial that the Rus- 
sians want to expand into Central 
Europe. It is Stalin’s answer to 
the Goebbels campaign rousing 
fears of the Bolshevization of Eu- 
rope. 

Actually what Stalin claims Is 
exactly what Hitler conceded him

at the time of the Russian-German 


pact. It is a consistent Russian 
plan. It is what the Russians 
tried to recover of their historic 
territory after the German defeat 
in the last war—and were pre- 
vented from getting by western 
intervention. It is what they again 
tried to recover in negotiations 
with both the British and the Ger- 
mans in 1939.

Stalin’s Three Claims. 

HIS statement of political aims 

occurs in an account of the 
military situation. Stalin, as alk 
ways, is cautious. He makes, how- 
ever, three claims: First, that the 
Russians will drive the Germans 
out of Russia alone, and regard- 
less of any action taken by the 
Allies. Second, that the Russian 
and German armies reached equal- 
ity both as to numbers of trained 
men, and material, and that the 
training and strategy of the Rus- 
sians is superior. Third, that the 
Germans will not be allowed to 
build a new defense line. 


Stalin does not say it will be 
easy. He says the enemy has 
suffered defeat, but is not yet con- 
quered. “They can recover if we 
allow them time to recover.” But 
he repeats that the Russians will 
not give the Germans time to 
build new man power and replace 
material. 


J . . 
What It Means to Us. 


OW, what is the meaning of 
this order of the day to us? 
Stalin defines what Russian vic- 
tory means. He says, “The Red 
Army is an army of avengers.” 
But the avenging outlined is on 
Russian soil—killing German in- 
vaders, chopping up their armies, 
putting them behind the 1941 
frontiers—and nothing more. He 
does not say that he will make a 
separate peace on the basis of 
these Russian aims. Neither does 
he say that he will reject one. 


Russia does not want to make 
an isolationist policy. That can 
be categorically stated. Russia 
wants a friendly Europe in a 
friendly world, with a system of 
collective security. But as this 
column has often said, “great na- 
tions (especially victorious ones) 
always have alternatives.” The 
frontiers demanded by Russia have 
never been accepted by the United 
States—and indeed cannot be, 
under our constitutional system,

N THE case of an estate administered by this Company, 
months of painstaking effort were required to undo the 
consequences of some innocent but unwise actions of the man 
whose estate we were administering. He had incorporated a 
personal holding company and had transferred most of his 
assets to it. Later he made a gift of some of his stock in that 
company. As a matter of personal convenience and in order 
to make it easier for him to buy and sell securities on behalf 
of his corporation, he carried stocks belonging to it in his own 
name and often held them in his own safe deposit box. His 
motives were perfectly innocent, but the result was to create 
a number of serious problems for his executor. 


When his death occurred, many of the stocks belonging to 
the corporation were held in his name and were found. in his 
safe deposit box. There was some uncertainty at first as to 
whether the stocks belonged to his estate or to the corpora- 
tion, and the question was important for several reasons.

No matter how desirable it might be to sell 
a portion of it either for investment reasons or to raise cash, 
until such time as the transfer agents 
could be satisfied as to the ownership of the stock and their 
authority to make the transfer.

and of his holding company so that it could be clearly shown 
where the money came from and each step in the various 
transactions involved.

Why Grow a Wartime Beard?

NOW FOR AN ALL-OUT INQUIRY. 


The way is open at last for an all-out inquiry into 
the operations of Missouri’s small-loan companies— 
an inquiry that will turn the spotlight squarely on 
every detail of a business that has been collecting 
brutally high interest from needy borrowers, engag- 
ing in tricky financial maneuvers and having its 
greedy way with the Legislature for all too many 
years. 

The way for this long-needed investigation was 
opened yesterday when the House, by a vote of 87 to 
34, approved a resolution authorizing an inquiry into 
all companies in the State that lend money to the 
public, and into their lobbying activities. 

This was a substitute for the resolution introduced 
by Representative Raymond J. Lahey of St. Louis, 
who has been conducting a virtually single-handed 
fight against the small-loan companies and their 
powerful lobby. The measure adopted by the House 
broadened considerably the scope of the inquiry he 
proposed, which ‘was concerned solely with small- 
loan firms, 

Whatever the purpose of expanding the investiga- 
tion beyond the original plan, it can achieve the nec- 
essary results if the committee members bear in 
mind that the big issue in the present fight is the 
small-loan companies, not the banks or other lending 
institutions. 

If the investigators refuse to let themselves be di- 
verted to irrelevant sidetracks, if they push the 
inquiry thoroughly and boldly, they can settle once 
and for all an issue that has plagued a decade and 
more of legislature history, and has given the pres- 
ent “blue-ribbon” assembly a very bad odor. 

It may be that other branches of the money-lend- 
ing business also need looking into, but the first 
order of business is emphatically the doings of the 
State’s 145 licensed small-loan companies. Investi- 
gating them down to the last 36-per-cent-a “year note 
is a large order in itself. 

The substitute resolution, introduced by Represen- 
tative Randall R. Kitt of Livingston County, Repub- 
lican floor leader, empowers the investigators to 
inquire into lobbying activities, for which the Lahey 
resolution did not provide. In this respect, the sub- 
stitute is an improvement. A full-dress investiga- 
tion of lobbying is highly in order, as is proved by 
the activities of small-loan agents among legislators, 
and also by the extreme haste with which the House 


last week smothered Mr. Lahey’s earlier resolution | 


calling for such an inquiry. > 

The three members of the committee named thus 
far are men who enjoy the general confidence of 
the House, They are: Walter E. Bailey of Jasper 
County, John J. Endres of Perry County and Wil- 
liam B. Weakley of Pike County. It is reassuring 
that Speaker Elliott says that one of the two other 
members will be Mr. Lahey, who has assuredly 
earned a place on such a committee. 

By and large, the House action is a victory for the 
freshman legislator who attacked the most powerful 
force that has sought to dominate the Legislature 
since the heyday of the Union Electric slush-fund 
experts. 

Only two weeks ago, Mr. Lahey’s bill for halving 
small-loan interest rates was being kicked from pil- 
lar to post in the House, and he was being gaveled 
into silence when he tried to speak in its behalf, 
Now his campaign has created such a profound im- 
pression over the State that his opponents no longer 
dare use the well-greased parliamentary steam roller 
against him. 

More and more details are coming out to help 
chart the course for a committee concerned about 
getting all the facts on small-loan shenanigans. The 
latest, disclosed yesterday, is the lucrative lfttle 
game played by the Public Operating Corporation, a 
private enterprise owned by Donald L. Barnes, presi- 
dent of the Public Loan Corporation; David B. Lich- 
tenstein, its executive vice-president and bellwether 
small-loan lobbyist, and J. Leo Denny, the company’s 
secretary-treasurer, 

These three, on an invested capital of $600, in 1941 
divided a $400,000 melon from the income of Public 
Loan and two other subsidiaries of the American 
Investment Co, Barnes and Lichtenstein are also top 
officers of the latter company. 

They collected this fortune for their ostensible 
services of “supervision.” They divided another for- 
tune from the money which the parent company 
siphoned from Public Loan and other subsidiaries for 
alleged “management.” 

All this is in the discredited old holding-company 
tradition of bleeding one company for the benefit of 
the top company or an affiliate. This instance is an 
outstanding abuse in that Lichtenstein and Barnes 
are the “big shots” of all three companies involved 
in the financial maze, and collect their cuts from 
every direction. 

The thousands upon thousands of dollars that 


these men pocket, let it not be forgotten, come from. 


low-paid workers who are sweating out interest at 
the rate of 30 or 36 per cent a year, to repay loans 
which most of them negotiated in a time of emer- 
gency. 

This is the big issue before the special committee 
of the Missouri House. 
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POLITICIANS BEHIND THE EIGHT-BALL. 

The attitude of the Legislature—as represented by 
the House Judiciary Committee—ig definitely not 
friendly toward Gov. Donnell’s merit system pro- 
posal—a plan that would take about 9000 State jobs 
out of the control of the patronage politicians. 

This was made clear by the hostile and irrelevant 
questions asked by committee members at Tuesday 
nigkht’s hearing on the bill. They wanted to know, 
fot example, whether, under the suggested system, 
it would become mandatory to hire “Japs and Nazis” 
if they qualified for a job, and, if the merit system 
was such a wonderful way of discovering competent 
public servants, why it was not used in the selection 
of legislators. Well, it may not be feasible to bring 
these men under civil service, but some of them cer- 
tainly ought to measure up to higher standards than 
they do. 

Actually, these snide questions were only a mask 
for the fear that is in the hearts of the politicians. 
They are afraid that they must pass a merit system 
bill lest a more stringent program be submitted to— 
and adopted by—the voters. The politicians are be- 
hind the eight-ball. 

The people of Missouri are sick and tired of spoils 
politics. They want not only a better Constitution 
and a better Legislature, but also a better adminis- 
trative organization. They have had their fill of 
swollen budgets and inadequate services. Especially 
in this time of stringency, they do not want their tax 
money to sypport politicians by providing jobs for 
their henchmen. 

The hand has writ large upon the wall. Yet the 
men in Jefferson City find it hard to bring them- 
selves to the job of cutting down the old plum tree, 


Further hearings on the pending bill have been post- 
poned until March 16. But they may be sure that 
three weeks’ time will bring no change of mind or 
heart to their constituents. They may as well grit 


‘their teeth, hitch up their pants and pass that bill. 
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FALSE ECONOMY IN THE HOUSE. 

The lower House of Congress has received a $6,- 
300,000,000 appropriation bill—99 per cent for war. 
However, this was not submitted until a subcommit- 
tee had cut out $2,973,000 for the care of the children 
of employed mothers; $3,182,000 for the High School 
Victory Corps, and $1,200,000 for emergency mater- 
nity and infant care for the wives of enlisted men. 

It does not take much argument to show that the 


‘elimination of these items was in questionable 


judgment, that it was “penny wise and pound fool- 
ish,” that it was—and, until corrected, will continue 
to be—a handicap rather than a contribution to the 
winning of the war. 

Just when “absenteeism” is one of the serious 
problems in war production, when an effort is being 
made,to get more women to the assembly lines, it 
certainly does not make sense to refuse aid for the 
establishment of day nurseries and other facilities 
for safeguarding the children of working mothers. 
Without such facilities, these women will be forced 
to stay away from their jobs whenever a child is 
sick or some other emergency arises. Indeed, if they 
cannot have the assurance that their children are 
being properly looked after, many of them simply 
will not take a war job. 

With the man power shortage being felt even more 
severely on the farms than in the factories, it does 
not make sense for Congress to withhold the rela- 
tively small amount requested for a campaign to en- 
list high school boys and girls for a summer’s work 
in the fields or wherever else they may be needed. 

Surely, it does not contribute to the good morale 
of our fighting men in the four quarters of the 
globe if they know that, at home, their wives miust 
face childbirth—with all its expenses and problems— 
without the helping hand, if need arises, of the na- 
tion they are defending. . 

The House has a clear duty. It ought to over- 
ride its committee. It ought to vote the necessary 
money for all of these essential activities. 
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DECOY DUCKS AND WOODEN GUNS. 

Somebody in Washington ought to take a little 
time off and patiently explain to Representative 
Cooley of North Carolina, in words of not more than 
two syllables, the difference between decoy ducks 
and dummy guns. Those fake artillery pieces, com- 
plete with synthetic gunners, which Mr. Cooley dis- 
covered mounted on the House Office Building, make 
him feel just like a duck that hag been deceived by 
a wooden drake gn a pond, and is about to be shot 
down by a lurking huntsman. 

Dummy guns, for the benefit of the Carolinian, are 
meant to frighten enemy flyers away, not to attract 
them. They have been used in successful bluffs 
many times on the war fronts. But if Mr. Cooley 
gets his way, and Congress forbids use of funds for 
this purpose hereafter, a neat item of deceptive tac- 
tics will be lost to our fighting men. 

As an adviser on military affairs, Mr. Cooley is a 
good duck-hunter, 
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PETITION FOR DIVORCE. 

After 44 years of married life, Brooklyn yesterday 
quietly instituted divorce proceedings against Man- 
hattan. The suit was filed in Albany. The mar- 
riage, according to the plaintiff, was a sentimental 
mistake, It was entered into against her better 
judgment. She was momentarily swept off her feet. 


Manhattan talked big, promised no end of wonder- 


ful things in a beautiful life partnership. But once 
the ceremony was performed—back in 1898, the 
groom proved to be a very different man than the 
suitor. He monopolized the family income, decked 
himself out as a veritable Beau Brummel, and rele- 
gated his wife to the role of a chambermaid. 

Assemblyman Fred C. Moritt, counsel for the 
plaintiff, pointed out to reporters that his client had 
been quite successful as a bachelor girl. She was 
more than able to supply her own wants, and she 
had a considerable reputation for cultivated charm 
and grace, She would like to go back to her old 
status, and requests the return of her maiden name. 

There were some ugly corridor rumors that the 
Bronx and several others might be named as co-re- 
spondents, and that the divorce petition might be the 
cause of a bigamy prosecution. The plaintiff, how- 
ever, did not mention these matters. This has 
caused the cafe society columnists to speculate that 
the case will end in a reconciliation.

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QUIRK OF CENSORSHIP.

About 2000 
years ago, she said, there was a young Buddhist 
monk who sat cross-legged outside the temple, his 
hands clasped, chanting day after day, “Amita- 
Buddha, Amita-Buddha,” because he hoped that he 
would thus acquire grace. At length, the old Father 
Prior of the temple came up, seated himself beside 
the monk, and began rubbing a piece of brick 
against a stone. This, too, went on day after day. 

At length, the acolyte could restrain his curiosity 
no longer, and asked the Prior what he was doing. 
“I am trying to make a mirror out of this brick,” 
the old man replied. “But,” said the monk, “it is 
impossible to make a mirror out of a brick, Father 
Prior.” “Yes,” replied the other, “and it is just 
as impossible for you to acquire grace by doing 
nothing except chant ‘Amita-Buddha’ all day long, 
day in and day out.”

All-Out for Farming 


The Mirrer 


of 
Public Opinion 


Problem of food production calls for immediate action on nation- 
wide scale, editorial says; a bumper crop such as last year’s not 
enough for even prosperous domestic consumption; much is needed 
for distribution abroad; urges that all political bickering be ended. 


From The Christian Science Monitor. 


HERE is little evidence that the Amer- 
T ican farm bloc yet understands the 

crucial role farmers must play not only 
in winning the war, but in winning the 
peace. 


News from Washington and from the 
farms brings the impression that American 
agriculture is today still in a frame of 
thought about paralleling that of American 
industry before Pearl Harbor, 


Great pressures are exerted for: higher 
prices and profits, generating perhaps the 
greatest single threat to the anti-inflation 
program; much fear is manifested about 
what is likely to happen after the war, most 
of it mistakenly based on recollection of 
what happened to expanded production two 
decades ago. 


Production sights are far too low. Even 
the 1943 program of Secretary Wickard— 
wise as it is in calling for greater produc- 
tion of fats and oils, and extensive as it 
is in outlining production about 1 per cent 
above last year’s record harvest—still is 
not geared to the coming needs. 


The event has already shown that even 
such a bumper crop as last year’s is insuf- 
ficient to meet the normal demand of even 
a really prosperous domestic consumption. 


More Buying Power Now. 


For it is now computed that even if there 
were no military buying and no lease- 
lend shipping, there still would be a short- 
age of some foods in America today. The 
answer lies in the fact that the “forgotten 
man” now has wherewithal to buy food. 


It will require the most rigid rationing, 
and a drastic revision of many popular 
American eating habits just to meet mili- 
tary and lease-lend requirements, Imagine, 
then, the impact on this reduced ration 
when Europe's hunger must be satisfied! 


Such is the situation America is journey- 
ing toward, 


The time plainly confronts the United 
States for vast action on a dramatic scale. 
Immediate consideration must be given: the 
plowing again of the Western plains, mem- 
ories of dust storms notwithstanding; the 
release of soldiers for work in the fields; 
the granting of priority on skilled workers 
to dairy and other specialized producers; 
fair distribution of augmented quantities of 
fertilizers; Government financing of in- 
creased production, just as new plants were 


built for war goods manufacturers; produc- 
tion of farm machinery must be upped. 


Imagination, invention and accomplish- 
ment must be lifted to levels néver before 
envisioned in developing new machines for 
planting, harvesting and processing. 


America’s abundant cereals, including 
wheat, must be used in developing unprece- 
dented numbers of livestock. Meat for food, 
and the barnyard animals so essential for 
European reconstruction, must be got ready 
now. They must follow right after the 
waves of invasion forces now mounting to 
spring upon the Axis bastions. 


And all this must be done with new vi- 
sion of what can follow this war. To ac- 
complish such expansion of production 
merely by letting profits soar, as appar- 
ently some of the farm lobbyists would 
favor, would result in America losing the 
peace. 


Price a Vital Factor. 


Only by having its agricultural surplus 
priced low enough so it can be bought by 
the limited exchange of Europe can Ameri- 
ca continue the reciprocal flow of trade 
that will permit the growth of an econom- 
ically sane world agriculture—to say noth- 
ing of concomitant trade—and this is the 
only basis of an abundance for all. 


How this is to be done presently pre 
sents itself as one of the nation’s major 
problems. The idea of increasing farm pro- 
duction through incentive payments, or lim- 
ited subsidies in certain lines—an idea fa- 
vored by Economic Stabilizer Byrnes and 
forwarded by Secretary Wickard—appears 
to be unacceptable to farmers. We sus- 
pect the payments were unrealistically 
small, 


The best thought of the country must ex- 
plore this problem at once, for new con- 
cepts of food production are at once a vivid 
necessity and an immense opportunity for 
good, 


The United States must act with planning 
and leadership on the grand plane, Petty 
thoughts and bickering presently clutter- 
ing up the Washington farm scene must 
be thrust aside, ° 


America and its farmers must embark 
on an all-out production program with the 
same sort of energy and verve and skill 
that has brought such wonders in war goods 
manufacturing. 


Let’s Stick to One Kind of Time 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


tCHIGAN and Georgia have set their 

clocks back one hour. Ohio’s Legisla- 
ture has passed a bill to do the same, and 
Gov. Bricker has approved it. The pres- 
sure is on the New York Legislature to do 
likewise. 

So far, there has been no attempt in 
Pennsylvania to juggle the clock. We hope 
there will be none, 

Daylight saving time, now called war 
time, has stirred up a summer controversy 
every year since it first was adopted. Some 
people like it, some don’t. 

President Roosevelt obviously had good 
and sufficient reason for setting the clocks 
up an hour when he recommended that ac- 
tion more than a year ago. He said !t would 


conserve vital quantities of electrical power. 

If experience now in@icates war time is 
more of a handicap than a help to the war 
effort, then efforts should be made to per- 
suade Mr. Roosevelt of that situation. If 
the reverse is true, as Donald Nelson said 
in asking Detroit not to set its clocks back, 
then “fast” time should be retained, This is 
no stage of the game to be chucking rocks 
in the path of any vehicle which will aid full 
prosecution of the war. 

And whether we have “fast” time or 
“slow” dime, it should be universal. A na- 
tion half “fast” and half “slow” is a waste- 
full nation. Mixed up clocks create confusion 
and inconvenience and hamper the war 
program.

HE author, a British war correspond- 
ent, assigned by the British War Office 

to report the Dieppe raid of Aug. 19, 1942, 

has won the right to write a book. He ac- 

companied and shared the risks of the 

Commandos, the Canadians, the American 

Rangers, the R. A. F., the Polish, French, 

Norwegian, Belgian and Czecho-Slovak 

pilots, together with the many British Army 

contingents, Of the 5000 Canadians, 3354, 

or 67 per cent, were killed, wounded or 

missing. Of the total force (mumber not 
stated), nearly 50 per cent were casualties. 

The object was “to test the German de 
fenses; to take prisoners, and bring back 
military papers; to rehearse, under fight- 
ing conditions, the movement and timing 
of a large force across the Channel, and its 
landing on enemy beaches.” 

. . . 

The Commandos were the highly trained 
volunteers. The beach-head infantry were 
selected battalions from crack regiments. 
Months had been spent in working out the 
timetable for the combined air, naval and 
land assault. Some of the troops had been 
in training two long years. Every action 
had been rehearsed over and over in Brit- 
ain: “Land at 4:50 a. m. Begin to retire 
at 10 a. m.” 

The surprise was complete, with one ex- 
ception. As three Commando landing craft 
were slipping in to shore, to destroy the 
Berneval battery, east of Dieppe, the escort 
vessels of a German convoy passing close 
inshore sighted them. Of this force, only 
one assault landing craft, with 20 men, was 
able to land on the beach» The others were 
largely destroyed. But these 20 men found 
the battery, circled it and, with their 11 
rifles, six tommy guns, two pistols and a 
two-inch mortar, sniped the 200 Nazis, keep- 
ing the gunners helpless for four hours 
while British ships crowded the Dieppe ap- 
proaches and landed fighters. Then, their 
ammunition exhausted, they found their 
boat and headed for home. 
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In the meantime, the Germans rushed 
every available air squadron to Dieppe. One 
of the greatest air battles of the war de- 
veloped. Out of an estimated 400 Nazi 
planes, 97 were known to have been de 
stroyed, with a possible 200. 

The writer believes that the most im- 
portant of the German defenses is its air 
force, and “if the men who were killed, 
wounded or taken prisoner had done noth- 


\ing else at Dieppe (but cause the German 


air losses), the raid would have been worth 
while.” In all, 98 British planes were 
missing. 

One reads page after page of this low- 
keyed reporting of the unsurpassed hero- 
ism of the English, Scotch, Irish and Cana- 
dian youth, feeling that no Homer, no 
Xenophon, no Tacitus had such men to 
write about. For these men fought, and 
half of them died, that all mankind might 
have life more abundant.

Martin Foresees Conflict 
With Men After War. 


A fight for domestic jobs will 
develop after the war between men 
and women, and the women of the 


nation must begin to plan now to 
protect their rightful place in in- 
dustry, Miss Marion E. Martin of 
Bangor, Me., assistant chairman of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, warned in a talk last night. 

Miss Martin, who also is director 
of all national women’s activities 
in the party organization, spoke at 
a dinner at the York Hotel in hon- 
or of Mrs. Ruby H. Koelling, Re- 
corder of Deeds and the first wom- 
an to be elected to a major public 
office here. The dinner was at- 
tended by Mayor William Dee 
Becker, department heads, mem- 
bers of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, and other party members. 

As happened after the close of 
World War I, the returning soldiers 
will resent the growth in the num- 
ber of women in industry, and in 
the ensuing competitive battle the 
women will be the losers again un- 
less adequate protective steps are 
taken, Miss Martin asserted. These 
protective steps consist of an alert- 
ness to the problem on the part of 
all women and their full use of the 
ballot in every election. 

“IT don’t mean to stir up a sex 
war,” said Miss Martin, “but I do 
mean to stress the fact that a great 
many of the women now in indus- 
try have come to stay, they’ve be- 
come breadwinners permanently, 
and the:nation must learn to ac- 
cept that fact.” 

Discriminatory legislation against 
women in industry must be 
abolished, she continued. As an 
example she cited a governmental 
requirement that no man and wife 
can be employed at the same time 
by the Government, and as further 
illustration she mentioned the 
practice of many school systems in 
barring married women 45 
teachers. 

“The next election, in 1944, will 
be a women’s election,” she con- 
tinued. “Figures gathered by the 
Republican National Committee 
show that between 52 and 65 per 
cent of the votes cast in the last 
presidential election were cast by 
women, and inis percentage will 
be increased next year, 

“The American women will elect 
a Republican President in 1944, 
whether the war is over or not.” 

Miss Martin's interest in politics 
began in her days at Wellesley. 
She also attended the University 
of Maine and Yale. University, 
where she was studying law at the 
time she accepted the dimectorship 
of the women’s division of the na- 
tional committee. She served in 
the Maine House of Representa- 
tives and the State Senate. In 
1936 she was elected National Com- 
mitteewoman of Maine, a post she 
still holds.

OPA Explains Special Gasoline 


And Tire Board 


for Congressmen 


Doesn’t Give Them Anything They Are Not 
Entitled to, Statement Says—Most of 
Them Get C Cards. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
—— of a super-service special 
ration board, set up to supply Con- 
gressmen with tires and gasoline, 
brought an official OPA statement 
today that “this service doesn’t 
give Congressmen anything they 
are not entitled to under regular 
procedure. 

“It merely expedites the mechan- 
ical handling of their applications,” 
said Luther Reid, director of ra- 
tioning information. 

“This system, as far as we are 
concerned,” Reid added, “is no 
different from the special boards 
we have set up in many war 
plants to expedite the ration prob- 
lems of war workers who haven't 
the time to go through the regular 
procedure. There’s a special board, 
for instance, at the Martin airplane 
plant at Baltimore, six special 
boards in the airplane and ship- 
building plants of the Los Angeles 
area and two in the aircraft plants 
of the Buffalo (N. Y.) area.” 

He said the congressional serv- 
ice really is part of the activities 
of a ration board in the Du Pont 
Circle section of Washington which 
also handles a number of other 
special types of applications, such 
as taxicabe. 

The board has no separate list 
of Congressmen who have received 


anyone who wants to inquire about 
a specific case is entitled to see 
the records in that case. 

Earlier, OPA had acknowledged 
existence of the special board and 
said most lawmakers already have 
used the special service, with the 
majority granted C ration books. 


The story broke late last night 
and speculation over the probable 
reaction was reminiscent of last 
June when protests flooded Wash- 
ington in the wake of the news 
that many legislators had the old 
unlimited gasoline ration cards.

The telephone service was said 
to operate through the congression- 
al sergeants-at-arms who gave 
members of the two houses the 
number. A quick call and the 
legislator’s gasoline ration book 
usually would be in the mail the 
same day his application was re- 
ceived.

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VEGETABLE SEED 
SALES BOOMING 
DUE TO RATIONING 


Business as Good Now as It 
Usually Is in March and 
April. 


The rationing of canned foods 
apparently is responsible for a 
late winter boom in sales of vege- 
table seeds, St. Louis seed dealers 
said today. 

“They’re giving us a rush now,” 
one merchant told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Our business is just 
about as good as it usually is at 
the end of March or early in 
April.” 

The demand is principally for 
such seeds as lettuce, tomatoes, 
carrots, beets, turnips, radishes, 
beans and peas, especially for seeds 
of those vegetables which ordinar- 
ily are canned. Most of the buyers 
are city people, and strictly ama- 
teur, one dealer said, and they are 
purchasing from $1 to $3 worth of 
seeds in 5 and 10-cent packages. 
Seed stocks are adequate at the 
present time but dealers anticipate 
a shortage lIater in the season, if 
the unprecedented rush does not 
abate. One merchant said that, 
judging from the questions asked 
at his store, a good many seeds 
may be wasted by inexperienced 
gardeners with high hopes but lit- 
tle knowledge.

One Report Says Helsinki 
Has Actually Trans- 
mitted Terms to Russia 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Finland seems close to the end of 
armed conflict with Russia, and 
the air is full of unofficial and un- 
verified reports and conjectures, 
including rumors that peace terms 
actually have been transmitted by 
the Finns through Stockholm. 

A dispatch from Helsinki report- 
ed, however, that a Foreign Office 


spokesman denied categorically 
last night that the Finnish Gov- 
ernment had entered into any ne- 
gotiations for a separate peace 
with Russia. 


The Finns contend they already 
have withdrawn from active mili- 
tary operations, having recovered 
the territory they lost in 1940, and 
that their only object now is to 
hold their lfmes against Russian 
attack. Given adequate guaran- 
tees that their national integrity 
and territory will in the future be 
secure, they would be glad, their 
spokesmen here say, to conclude 
peace; but in the absence of such 
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guarantees they cannot lay down 
their arms. 


Nevertheless, information reach- 
ing Washington through diplomat- 
ic channels indicates the Finns 
soon will draw up more specific 
proposals, if indeed they have not 
already done so. 


The presence of some _ 100,000 
German troops on Finnish soil has 
often been cited as the chief bar- 
rier to any Russian-Finnish set- 
tlement, also the fact that Finland 
depends on Germany for food ship- 
ments, 


However, the recent “this is the 
cruel truth” speech of Nazi Propa- 


ganda Minister Joseph Goebbels 
has been interpreted in some quar- 
ters as an indication that Ger- 
many would be glad to get an 
armistice in the east; if not on the 
whole front, then at least on the 
Finnish section of it. Germany 
could use those 100,000 soldiers 
elsewhere.

5 and said the pilot and co-pilot 
had been killed in a crash, but 
that two injured passengers had

The dead were identified as 
Pilot John Hart of Minneapolis 
and Co-pilot Kenneth Jones of 
Elida, O., members of a commer- 
cial air line crew under contract 
to the air transport command. 

The injured passengers were 
Staff Sergt.

DEMARCATION LINE 


Pyrenees Region and Area 
Along Rhone Valley 
Marked Forbidden by 
Nazi Order.

BERN, Feb. 25.—The demarca- 
tion line, which for nearly three 


years divided France in two, has 
been replaced by two new demar- 
cation lines cutting off areas de- 
ascribed as “reserved zones” forbid- 
den to all unauthorized persons, 
according to the latest information 
reaching here from France, 

The first of these new zones 
comprises the whole Pyrenean re- 
gion and all five French depart- 
ments adjoining the Spanish fron- 
tier. The area is entirely con- 
trolled by German troops, who 
have already instituted a man- 
hunt in the Pyrenees for French 
youths hiding there. The object 
in creating this reserved zone is 
clearly to prevent any military in- 
formation from reaching Allied 
military attaches in Lisbon and at 
the same time to stop French 
youths from crossing the Spanish 
border to join. Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle and Gen. Henri Honore 
Giraud. 

Valley Being Fortified. 

A second new demarcation line 
has been established between the 
German and Italian occupied re- 
gions west and east of the Rhone 
Valley. This line roughly follows 
the Rhone. Lyons and Marseille, 
although on the east side of the 
river, remain under German occu- 
pation. 

A French source disclosed that 
the Germans and Italians are con- 
structing two lines of fortifi- 
cations at the Rhone in or- 
der to oppose a possible Allied ad- 
vance up the river valley. The 
first is south of Avignon, along the 
bank of the River Durance, while 
the second is 90 miles to the north, 
between Montelimar and Nyons. 
Naturally, passage between the 
Italian and German zones will 
also be subject to special permits 
by both German and Italian au- 
thorities. 

Travel Restrictions. 

Although the suppression of the 
demarcation line came as good 
news for French circles here, who 
expected that they would be able 
to contact more easily relatives in 
Northern and Middle France, their 
initial enthusiasm has been con- 
sidrably dampened by the an- 
nouncement of the various restric- 
tions on crossing the former de- 
marcation line. : 

French police control] will be ex- 
ercised all along the line and 
French travelers will be asked to 
show the “revised” identity cards. 
Furthermore, passage will be for- 
bidden to Jews and “undesirables” 
—a somewhat vague and most 
comprehensive term in France to- 
day. Finally, the French public 
already has been warned that all 
travelers desiring to cross the for- 
mer line require special authoriza- 
tion. 

Benefits Germans. 

Most French observers here de- 
scribe the suppression of the de- 
marcation line as a typical exam- 
ple of Nazi “concession” coming 
at a time when its nuisance value 
has been thoroughly exploited and 
- intended to obtain greater bene- 
fits for the Germans than relief 
for the French. 

For the Germans, suppressing 
the line means the release of 150,- 
000 police and customs officials 
previously guarding the line for 
new Wehrmacht divisions. It also 
means that they will obtain a con- 
siderable number of extra French 
workers at little or no cost. Final- 
ly, it will probably lead to the 
Vichy Government moving to 
Paris where it will be under even 
closer German surveillance—if this 
is possible.

Harris, who has spent 23 years 
fn the major leagues as second 
baseman and manager of the 
Washington Senators, Detroit 
Tigers and Boston Red Sox, ‘yes- 
terday was given the job of re- 
building the Phils, 

He was selected as manager by 
William D. Cox, 33-year-old New 
York sportsman, who purchased 
the Phils last week from the Na- 
tional League. Enthusiastic over 
signing Harris, Cox wagered a 
carton of cigarettes with a Phila- 
delphia sports writer that the 
Phils would be sixth at the end of 
the first month of play and would 
finish the season in sixth place or 
better. 

Harris was assured today of a 
free hand in all managerial du- 
ties—except in the method of 
spring training. 

The Phils’ new owner said he 
had “asked” Harris to try “my 
training system,” which he called 
“the Commando type.” Harris com- 
mented, “I'm willing to give it a 
try.” 

Cox meanwhile told reporters 
that his training system will com- 
bine running and calisthenics. 

“The baseball trainer today us- 
ually means in the accepted sense 
a slap-slap guy or a rubber,” said 
the 33-year-old..former N. Y. U. 
and Yale trackman. “My plans 
call for a Commando-type training 
that will bring the team up to 
the first game so tough they can 
run the bases without drawing a 
hard breath.” 

He said he has in mind a trainer 
to put the system into effect, but 
added that that did not necessari- 
ly mean that Leo (Red) Miller, 
Phils’ trainer for 10 yeaeh, will be 
dismissed. 

“An Attractive Salary.” 

Harris, now 46, gained fame as 
the “boy manager” in Jjeading 
Washington to the 1924 American 
League pennant and’a world series 
triumph over the New York Giants. 
He stayed with Washington until 
1928, then went to Detroit for five 
years as manager. From there he 
went to Bosion under Tom Yawkey 
for a season, then returned to 
Washington for the last eight 
years. He resigned last September. 

“I saw Harris play in that 1924 
world series,” Cox said in an- 
nouncing the appointment. Cox 
was then 14 and Harris 27. “About 
five years ago I saw him again 
in an exhibition game at Atlanta. 
I liked the way he handled the 
players. When I got the Phils, I 
asked about 10 men who should 
know what they thought of Har- 
ris. Everyone rated him A-1. They 
said he wants to win above all 
and that he is a man who can 
get the most out of any player.” 

Neither Harris’ salary nor the 
length of his contract was dis- 
closed. “We hope it will be for 
a long time,” Harris said, adding 
he would have turned down Cox’s 
offer if it hadn’t been “an attrac- 
tive one.” 

Harris’ first act as manager was 
to retain Chuck Klein, one-time 
Phils slugger, as player-coach. He 
also talked with 60-year-old Hans 
Lobert, who managed the Phils 
last year, but Lobert announced 
later that he had accepted a coach- 
ing position with the Cincinnati 
Reds, the team he played with 
back in 1906.

murder of Fred Kirchner,

of Frazer's trial. 

| The defense objected to admis-| 


‘evidence, alleging that it was ob-| 
tained by coercion. To rebut this, 
the State presented Sheriff Asa 
Maguire and Assistant. Superin- 
tendent John Ritter of the State 
Highway patrol, who denied that 
coercion was used, 

Frazer’s statement was obtained 
last December, after his arrest had 
resulted from a statement of his 
sister, Mrs. Aletha Beckham of 
Kokomo, Ind., that Frazer told her 
Aug. 24, 1940, that he had shot 
Kirchner, general store proprietor 
at Otterville, the night before. 
Mrs. Beckham, testifying yester- 
day, quoted Frazer as saying he 
had attempted to rob Kirchner and 
had shot him “accidentally.” He 
did not tell her of Kirchner’s 
death, she said. 

She said she did not learn until 
last November that the shooting 
had resulted fatally, and that she 
then communicated with Kirch- 
ner’s widow, causing the arrest of 
Frazer. On his arrest, Frazer 
made a statement implicating her, 
which he since has repudiated, and 
the grand jury last month found 
a “no true bill” in her case, but 
ordered her held as a witness. 

Kirchner was attacked, while 
working on his truck after dark, 
by a man who told him to put up 
his hands, then shot him in the 
jaw and the chest. The wounded 
man drove the truck from the 
scene of the shooting to his store, 
and told his wife of the attack. 
He died in Alton Memorial Hos- 
pital.

When, Where and How

‘“Tt’s none of the Gov-' 


revenue code, providing informa- 
tion for the millions of persons 
whose Federal income tar re- 
turns for 1942 must be filed not 
later than March 15. 
| AXES due on a return filed for 
Tox calendar year 1942 may be 
paid in full at the time for the 
filing of the return on or before 
March 15, 1943. The tax may, at 
the option of the taxpayer, be paid 
in four equal installments instead 
of in a single payment, in which 
case the first installment is to be 
paid on or before March 15, the 
second on or before June 15, the 
third on or before Sept. 15, and 
the fourth on or before Dec. 15, 
1943. If the taxpayer elects to pay 
his tax in four installments, each 
of the four installments must be 
equal in amount, but any install- 
ment may be paid, at the election 
of the taxpayer, prior to the time 
prescribed for its payment. If an 
installment is not paid in full on 
or before the date fixed for its pay- 
ment, the whole amount of the tax 
remaining unpaid is required to be 
paid upon notice and demand from 
the collector. 


The tax must be paid to the col- 
lector of internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer’s re- 
turn is required to be filed—that is, 
to the collector for the district in 
which is located the taxpayer's 
legal residence or principal place 
of business, or if he has no legal 
residence or principal place of 
business in the United States, then 
to the collector of internal revenue, 
at Baltimore, Md. 

In the payment of taxes a frac- 
tion part of a cent is to be dis- 
regarded unless it amounts to one- 
half cent or more, in which case 
it shall be increased to 1 cent, 

The tax due, if any, should be 
paid in cash at the collector's of- 
fice, or by check or money order 
payable to “Collector of Internal 
Revenue.” In the case of payment 
in cash, the taxpayer should in 
every instance require and the 
collector should furnish a receipt. 
In the case of payments made by 
check or money order, however, 
the canceled check or the money 
order receipt is usually a sufficient 
receipt,

To represent the public the 
board selected Robert K. Burns, 
chairman of the WLB in Chicago, 
who will be panel chairman, and 
Prof. F. S. Deibler of Northwestern 
University, who will be vice-chair- 
man, 

Henry F. Schmal and Edward M. 
Wetton of St. Louis, representing 
the International Photoengravers’ 
Union, were named alternate labor 
members by the AFL. 

Established on a 90-day experi- 
mental basis, the panel is the first 
of its type appointed by the board,

The young people who 
are going to take on the burden 
we are about to drop from our 
shoulders will need to be keenly 
intelligent, richly informed, spir- 
itually stimulated if they are to 
succeed in the task we have laid 
upon them. If that means any- 
thing at all, it means that the edu- 
cation of the young people, and 
the children, must be enriched, in-

We all expect to adjust our- 
selves to the demands of war and 
we are doing so with all our hearts 
and all our minds but the children 
dren must be safeguarded, taught, 
prepared for the future intelligent- 
ly and now is the time, the only 
time we shall have to do this. 

If we take the medical students, 
the chemists, the scientists, the 
teachers, out of their training 
schools, what shall we do about 
the lack of them after the war? 
Import them from a foreign land 
that had more sense than to eat 
its seed corn? 

I am all for letting the Army 
run their end of the war, the Navy 
theirs, under the Commander-in- 
Chief, but I am wholly committed 
to allowing the teachers of the 
country to teach the children and 
youth of the land so that they may 
take over their duties when the 
guns cease firing. They are going 
to be needed to the last man and 
woman,

Diseases of the Nails Len Clendening, M. D. 


HE fingernails and toenails are 
T often an index to the general 

state of the body. This is fre- 
quently pointed out by clinicians 
to medical students. 


But as a matter of fact many of 
the diseases of the nails are en- 
tirely local. The breaking and 
scaling of nails and the general 
shaggy appearance which they oc- 
casionally take on is either due to 
ringworm infection of the nail bed 
or to a pus infection by staphy- 
lococcus germs of the nail bed. 


These infections produce a very 
unsightly appearance in the nails, 
but they can be corrected with 
considerable certainty by the use 
of the ordinary methods that are 
used for ringworm infection and 
pus infection elsewhere. 

The use of Whitfield’s ointment 
or some other preparation which 
kills off ringworm is indicated 
first. If this isn’t completely suc- 
cessful, exposure to the X-ray 
should be made. Exposure to the 
X-ray also works in the case of pus 
infection, and antiseptic ointments 
and opening up the skin over the 
base of the nail bed to let out pus 
cures these conditions. 

Ridges on the nails trouble a 
great many people. In most cases 
they do not mean anything. A 
transverse ridge from side to side 
on all the nails of the fingers 


means that at one period in nail 
growth ere was bad nutrition. 
This bad nutrition might have oc- 
curred during a period of fever or 
other illness. 

I have seen a doctor tell by a 
patient’s nails that a certain num- 
ber of weeks ago he had typhoid 
fever and also tell him how long 
the typhoid fever lasted. Nearly 
any infection or period of acute 
bad health will cause these trans- 
verse ridges. 

Longitudinal ridges in the nails, 
which run up and down, do not 
mean anything. They are simply 
an indication of an irregularity in 


the root of the nail or nai] bed and 


this is an anatomical condition 
which is laid down at birth. In 
many instances these longitudinal 
ridges can be traced by heredity 
from son to father to grandfather 
and in the female line from daugh- 
ter to mother to grandmother. 

Brittle nails are a mystery to 
the medical profession. A good 
many of them perhaps are due to 
nail polish or strong soap or ex- 
posure to weather, or to chemicals 
in industry. But for most of them 
there is no really good accounting. 
They also have an hereditary ten- 
dency. They should be treated by 
the use of oils and greases and 
soaked in warm water and the use 
of very mild soap. 

Color changes in the nails are 


usually of no significance. The 
white spots, leuconychia, have no 
meaning at all. Nearly any chem- 
ical which is taken into the body 
which discolors the skin will also 
discolor the nail. 


Now, last, to name the nail con- 
ditions which indicate a general 
constitutional disease: we find the 
nails which go with clubbed fin- 
gers—enlargement of the hands 
and fingers with nails that are 
gently dome-shaped, of an egg- 
shell consistency and are indica- 
tions of an infection of the lungs 
or of congenital heart disease. I 
have seen a diagnostician take a 
patient with clubbed fingers and 
curving nails and make a diagno- 
sis of an old, neglected, undrained 
abscess in the lung on the ground 
that they indicated constitutional 
disease. 


Questions and Answers. 


D. P.—I have been in bed five 
weeks with rheumatic fever. Does 
one have to have absolute bed 
rest? Does this fever come right 
back again if one is exposed to 
cold or gets chilled? 

Answer: It is wise to enjoin a 
long period of bed rest in rheu- 
matic fever in order to protect the 
heart. Although it is true that 
rheumatic fever tends to recur, 
there is no rule or regularity 
about its recurrence.

have ..,?7" They point out cor- 
rectly that the authorities frown 
on “do” as an auxiliary verb with 
“have,” since “have” itself is suf- 
ficient in designating possession. 


It is true that most authorities 
advise against such constructions 
as “Do you have a son in the 
Army? Do you have a B ration 
book?” etc. They tells us that we 
should say “Have you a son in the 
Army? Have you a B ration book?” 
But the “Do you have. . .?” is not 
altogether condemned. Fernald in 
his grammar states: “Such forms 
as ‘Do you have any money?’ ‘I 
did not have any’ are common, but 
are feebler and less elegant than 
‘Have you ...?’ ‘I have not. . .,’ 
‘I had none,’ etc.” Merriam-Web- 
ster’s gives sanction to “He did 
not have the necessary capital.” 


My own opinion is (and I am not 
to be numbered among the esoteric 
souls who write English textbooks) 
that “Do you have ., .?" is an 
idiom so firmly entrenched in the 


American vernacular’ that it 
couldn’t be blasted out by a four- 
ton “block-buster.” 

This statement, perhaps, will 
make the purists howl. But we 
cannot dodge the facts of life. 
Grammar should be the servant, 
and not the master, of a living lan- 
guage, and no man or group of 
men can change the normal muta- 
tions of as virile a tongue as the 
language of America. Also, I feel 
sure that even the purists them- 
selves would not wince at all to 
hear themselves asking, “Did you 
have a good time at the party?” 
None but the most inveterate ped- 
ant would ask: “Had you a good 
time at the party?”

Plain Pancakes 


Two cups all-purpose flour; one 
teaspoon salt; four teaspoons sin- 
gle-action baking powder; two ta- 
blespoons sugar; two eggs, beaten 
separately; two cups milk; one 
third cup melted shortening. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with salt, baking pow- 
der and sugar. Beat egg yolks, 
add milk, and mix well. Add melt- 
ed shortening and then immedi- 
ately stir in the flour; beat until 
just smooth. Then fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Test 
griddle temperature by greasing 
lightly and baking a tiny test cake 
in the center; it should brown the 
cake quickly to an even golden 
brown. Do not let griddle over- 
heat. Allow about one-fourth cup 
batter for each cake. Bake until 
g0lden bro vn on under side, lift- 
ing edge c .refully to observe color. 
Turn cak .s once only; do not flat- 
ten out as they rise after turning. 
Stack each group of three cakes 
and serve immediately, with butter 
or margarine and syrup. Makes

And Opponent 
Make Errors 
By Ely Culbertson 


HE greatest question concern- 
T ing today’s hand is, who made 
the more serious error, declarer 
« his right-hand opponent? 
North, dealer.

The North-South bidding was 
somewhat vigorous, but each bid 
was more or = less unavoidable. 


West opened his top club. East 
won and continued the suit for two 
more rounds. Declarer ruffed the 
third round with a low trump, en- 
tered dummy with a spade to the 
ace, and returned the heart jack 
for the finesse. East covering with 
the queen, declarer cashed the ace, 
king and ten, then turned his at- 
tention to the diamond suit. West 
correctly refused to cover the 
queen or the jack, but East nulli- 
fied this good work by making an 
inexcusable and fatal play on the 
third round of diamonds. He ruffed 
with his high trump. Now success- 
ful defense was out of the ques- 
tion, since declarer could ruff any 
return East might make and claim 
the fulfilling tricks with his two 
long diamonds. 


East’s error has already been 
mentioned. All he had to do was 
discard on the diamond ace and de- 
clarer would have had to use his 
own last trump to return to his 
hand. Then East could have ruffed 
declarer’s next lead of a diamond 
and cashed another club for the 
setting trick. It was, however, 
only because South had misplayed 
the hand in the first place that this 
opportunity arose. In a case of 
this sort it is usually more impor- 
tant to establish the side suit (in 
this deal, diamonds) than to rush 
into’ trump drawing. If South, 
upon ruffing the third club, had 
led three rounds of diamonds, per- 
mitting East to ruff the third 
round, he would have had clear 
sailing. If East, after ruffing, re- 
turned a heart, declarer would 
finesse successfully and draw 
trumps; if East returned a club, 
dummy would ruff while declarer 
retained his trump length. Then a 
trump finesse against the queen 
would wind up matters.
